REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 4-5 and 10 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a copper electrolytic solution containing copper and an 
additive as presently claimed, esp., wherein the additive is selected from the group 
consisting of at least one compound represented by chemical formulae (2) through (9). 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
Rockett, Sawyer et al. and De Almeida et al. do not teach an additive selected from the 
group consisting of at least one compound represented by chemical formulae (2) 
through (9). Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated to 
adopt the above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be 
established.
